TRACES 

OF A SPACE COLLISION 

Another proot has been round 
for the hypothesis that some G5 
million years ago the Earth col- 
lided with an asteroid causing 
the massive death of animals. 

This hypothesis originated 
from a series of studies analys- 
ing the occurrence of Iridium, 
a chemical element always 
Sound In cosmic dust. A higher 
content ol iridium In the sam- 
ples dating back to the Cretace- 
ous and Tertiary periods was 
naturally linkad wilh a grandiose 
event — the Earth's collision 
wilh a large calcstlal body. 
However, opponents ol this 
hypothesis maintain that the Iri- 
dium has an earthly explanation. 

Scientists at Yale UnlvoiBlly. 
department ol geology and geo- 
physics, Connecticut. USA, have 
decided to check the hypothesis 
by using a higher concentration 
of osmium isotopes, as osmium 
and iridium are almost always

VIBRATION 
REMOVES PAIN 

Swedish scientists have de- 
signed a new method for re- 
moving or reducing pain tal- 
lowing severe ln|urles. Seventy 
per cent of the two thousand 
paUenls who underwent a 
course of treatment using this 
method say that they felt no 
pain whatever- Tha method la 
based on the same principle as 
the conventional massage. The 
machine, which vibrates at a 
frequency ol between 50 and 130 
cycles per second la applied lo 
tha patient's Injury, acting on 
certain receptors In the skin. 
These later, In turn, set Off 
nerve arteries which block alt 
pain signals transmuted to the 
brain. Tha utmost effect Is 
achieved when the vibration 
lasts for at least 45 minutes.

IN HEALTH 


Soviet health services are 
available free to all. Does this 
mean that It costs the sloto and 
society nolhlng] 

This question Is bus wared by 
Viktor GOLOVTCYDV, bead ol , 
the Planning and Budgeting \ 
Department ol tlio USSR Ministry 
of Public tlealtli. 

In L0II3, the state budget out- 
lays for health services amounted 
to over 10,000 million roubles, or 
twice ns much as ten years ago. 
This Is direct slnte expenditure 
lor medical services. However, 
thorc are other Investments con- 
ducive to hotter lien 1th: tliuse In- 
clude programmes for healthier 
working conditions, lor environ- 
mental protection, lor medical 
sciences which arc being de- 
veloped ot 490 life science in- 
stitutions, for medical ednc.it Ion 
to finance over 000 secondary 
mill some 100 lilghor mid 17 ad- 
vanced similes establishments. 

lliu 10,000 nillllon roubles ilu 
nol lurlude sick leave mid 
maternity benefits, mid special 
arm ngenio nls lor nt tend Ing sick 
children. Tlio above Is covered 
from social insurnnee lands 
receiving money from the slate, 
Industry and agriculture (Lids 
docs not cost the people a 
single kopek). Those funds of 
more than 43,000 million roubles 
cover the nation's expenses on 
sanatorluais, resorts, massive 
health building campaigns, spe- 
cifically children's recreation 
areas at Young Pioneer camps 
end countryside rest homes.

It reveals most 
fully and vividly the character 
ol lhal unfortunate woman, a 
victim or Intrigues at the court 
of Tsar Ivan IV. Maria arouses 
In me a deep sympathy and 
acule compassion lor her vulne- 
rability. She Is feminine and 
lender, and I fry lo present her 
this way lo the audiences. The 
music ol Rimsky-Korsakov, with 
Hs seinl loses and pauses, helps 


me lo do this. Altogether diffe- 
rent la the smvant-glrl Despina 
from Mozart's opera, "Cos! fan 
mile’ 1 , She is a witty, and to a 
certain extent a satirical charac- 
ter. It can be said that bere 
several roles are concentrated 
In one role, whlcb enables tho 
singer to show her acting capa- 
bilities. This Is like a game 
within a game, says the singer, 
which I accept and perform the 
conversion ol my heroine wllh 
great pleasure. 

Zburlna's repertoire Includes 
parts ranging from comic to 
dramatic, big and small roles— 
Hie page Oscar In Verdi's op- 
era "Un hallo lu masebera", Ro- 
Blna In Rossini's opera "The 
Barber of Seville" and one of 
the blrds-of-Parndlse In the la 
Icsl theatre premiere "The Le- 
gend of the Invisible Clly of 
Kltezli" by Rimsky-Korsakov.

ANCIENT UZBEK 
POETRY 

COMES TO LIGHT 

Verse by the Uzbek poet 
Kamron has come to light alter 
a gap of 450 years. It was re- 
discovered tn the "Dfvana", a 
mid-sixteenth- century manu- 

script. 

A list ol the poet's works 
was found In Rampur, India, by 
scholars from the Tashkent Re- 
search Institute of Manuscripts. 
The microfilm of the manu- 
script was made available lo the 
Uzbek scholars. Further study 
confirmed the Initial supposi- 
tion: "Divana" belongs to Kam- 
ron, the son of Babur, an out- 
standing Uzbek and Indian man 
ol letters, statesman and milit- 
ary leader.

E. Ter-Kazaryon. 

The Idea of setting up this
